(1)  Declaration  of  Health.  This  is  received  by  Custom  Officers  and 

sent  to  the  Port  Medical  officer. 

(2)  Boarding  of  Vessels.  The  Medical  Officer  works  in  close 

co-operation  with  tho  Customs  Officers 
who  will  take  him  off  to  any  infected 
ship.  The  Ministry  of  Health’s  weekly 
circular  relating  to  infected  Ports  and 
infection  abroad  Is  filed  in  readiness 
for  Custom's  Officers'  inspection,  if 
they  wish  to  consult  it,

Tho  War  still  brings  ships  to  temporary  enchorege  off  Cowes,  but 
outside  this  Port  Health  Authority's  area  of  jurisdiction.  Such  ships 
requiring  a doctor  have  boon  visited  by  Nbvel  Medical  Officers  attached 
to  H,M.S.  Vectie  since  May  1944  end  only  occasionally  by  myself.  I 
have  been  working  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Naval  Officers.

(5)  Bacteriological  and  pathological  Examinations  are  carried  out  by 
arrangement  with  the  County  Laboratory  at  Newport,  Isle  of  t ight. 

(6)  Causes  of  Venereal  Disease  ere  instructed  to  report  to  the  County 
Clinic  at  Newport.  If  sailing  arrangoments  make  tills  Impossible  these 
cases  are  examined  end  treated  by  the  Medical  Officer  at  Cowes. 

No  casoeof  Infectious  disease  were  landed  at  the  ort  during  1944. 

V.  Measures  against  BodentI 

No  special  measures  were  taken  against  Rodents. 

One  ship  complained  of  a heavy  Infestation  of  rsts  and  Imediate  help 
was  obtained"  from  th"  official  rat  catcher  through  the  Medical  Officer 

of  Health. 

VI.  Hygiene  and  Crews  Spaces. 

No  complaint  was  received  during  the  year. 

VII.  Food  Inspection. 

This  is  done  by  tho  Town  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Shellfish:  Copies  of  the  order  prohibiting  the  distribution  for  sale 
for  human  consumption  of  oysters,  mussels  and  cockels 
brought  from  the  River  Medina  unless  the  same  have  boon 
relaid  in  approved  waters  for  three  months  we re  circulated 
this  year. 

The  few  oysters  still  being  collected  from  the  depleted 
maturing  bods  at  Newtown  Creek  aro  handled  under 
satisfactory  conditions  at  the  Distributor's  business 
premises  in  Cowes.
